Regarding Dead Cattle 

Instruction Received 
Here to ensure the 
Care of Same 

In a Circular memorandum to all 
detachments of the Alberta Provincial 
Police Force, instructions have been 
issued in respect to dead horses and 
cattle as a result of the recent storm. 
The order is to instruct Police Officers 
on Detachments to get in touch with 
the councils, the health boards of the 
different municipalities and see that 
they get actively to work to see that 
these dead animals are at once proper 
ly disposed of; also to have them pat- 
roll in unorganized territory, and see 
that stock owners get similarly busy. 
For the information of farmers in the 
Vulcan detachment district, Corporal 
Allen of the A.' P. P. wishes to advise 
fliem that they take immediate steps 
to dispose of all dead animals that 
may belong to them or which may be 
found on their, premises. Such action 
should be taken as a precautionary 
measure, as doubtless, if these dead 
animals become decomposed and put¬ 
rid, they would become a menace to 
the public health and the whole com¬ 
munity would suffer as a consequence 
We trust that these advices will be 
complied with fully and at once with-- 
out further and more stringent in¬ 
structions, as we are all desirous of 
forestalling any repetitions of epi¬ 
demics such as we have experienced 
of late.

Serious Loss By Fire 

Escape in Night Clothes 
Whea House Burns 
to Ground 


Charles Short, his wife and five 
small children narrowly escaped 
death by Are on Monday night when 
their residence and big barn, about 
five miles west of Vulcan, was burned 
to the ground. The family were in bed 
at the time and escaped in their night 
clothes, all their possessions being 
lost in the fire. 

With the barn there were destroy¬ 
ed fourteen head of horses, six head 
of cattle, alarge number of farm im¬ 
plements, feed and poultry. The total 
loss is estimated at $10,000.00 with 
| very little insurance. 

The origin of the fire which started 
in the barn, is a mystery. The fire 
spread with amazing swiftness and a 
high wind carried it from the barn to 
the house <with the result that the 
latter building was in flames in a few 
minutes, the family being aroused by 
hired men who were sleeping in a 
nearby bunk house which escaped.

Mr. George E. Virgo, oik of Black- 
ie's hustling business men was in 
Vulcan on Monday in regard to the 
proposed Government highway which 
is to run from Edmonton to Lethbridge 
His interests naturally are with Black 
ie, and as secretary of the newly for- 
formed Blackie auto club his desires 
jare to have this highway pass through 
■Blackie on its way south. His mission 
here was to interest the Vulcan auto 
club and the business men of the town 
to devise ways and means of influ¬ 
encing this highway to pass through 
'Vulcan via Blackie. The proposed 
routeas it now stands is from Cal¬ 
gary over the MacLeod trail to Alder- 
,side and High River, then sc south- 
least passing Vulean to fye west of 
| us and continuing to its destination. 
Mr. Virgoe’s plan is to have the rpad 
! divert from Alderside to Blackit 
thense through Brant and Vulcan 
and on, and his means of accomplish- 
- ing this is by approaching the Prov¬ 
incial Highway Commission with a 
strong delegaton backed by the town 
council’s resoluton favoring this route

highway, because it is for the good 1 of

There drifted into the sanctum to¬ 
day a copy of the Dawson Daily news 
from the Yukon territory. It is the 
special “Yukon Development League 
Edition,” issued March 3rd, of 20 
pages full of interesting news from 
that wealthy mineral region of Can¬ 
ada. It makes much of the fact that 
the Yukon has produced over $200, 
000,000 in virgin gold between the 
years 1886 and 1918, and that they 
are only touching the fringe of the 
great deposits that nature has stored 
in the mountains and rivers there 
Among some of the interesting items 
in ilie paper are the food advertise¬ 
ments. Eggs are priced at Dawson 
at three dozen as a special offer, for 
$2,75, but the ham and bacon to go 
with it is no higher than it is here 
55c. per pound. And butter far from 
being $1.00 per pound as hinted soon, 
is offered at two pounds for $1.25. 
The edition is full of that great de¬ 
velopment now growing in the Yukon 
and shows several illustrations of ag¬ 
ricultural efforts that are exceptional 
ly good, besides a splendid panoramic 
picture of the city of Dawson.

Why Does Not The Butcher Sell 
ops at so much apiece, regardless 
size?

How, then, about 
e grocer, who sells eggs in precise- 
the same illogical way? Eggs, as 
-*11 as chops, are of various sizes 
■d shapes; they should be sold at se 
uch a pound just as meat is. Albcr- 
. M. Gondiss, who advocates Ihis 
nsible reform in The Forecast (New 
oik, April), tells us that the normal 
rg averages about a pound and a 
alf to the dozen; yet she has seen 
>aby eggs” a dozen of which weigh 
1 barely a pound. The discount, 
owever, was solely in the weight 
)t in the price, since eggs are “sold 
/ the dozen/’ This variation in the 
eight of eggs, she goes on to ex- 
ain, depends partly on the age of 
e hen, also somewhat on the time of 
>e year and the feeding, and agood 
-al on the freshness or staler.ess of 
e egg—the staler egg being always 
ghter. The factor which most of all 
.’fects the size, however, is the breed 
f the fowl. We lead: 

“The big, yellow cochins, the min- 
rcas, the wyandottes, and a few 
.her breeds yield big, heavy eggs, 
"ten weighing six to the pound. The 
;gs of the common white leghorn, a 
rolific layer, run ten or twelve to 
le pound at adult age—the first 
ggs of the pullet being always smal- 
-r. On the commercial farms of 1 
ime of our State universities the 
ghoins have been developed to pro- 
uce larger eggs; but on the general 
arms throughout the country the leg- 
oms lay smaller eggs than the usual 
;eneial purpose’ breeds, such as the 
hode Island reds or the Plymouth 
ocks—as these lay smaller eggs than 
he cochins or wyandottes. 

"Eight eggs of ordinary size—the 
ttid that would not be pronounced 
ither large or small—should just 
alance a oiie-pound weight. This av- 
•rage, of two ounces to the egg, is the 
enerally accepted standard, and the 
omcstic science teachers, the dieti- 
ians, and other . professionals along 
he line of food and nutrition, who 
re given to exactness in statement, 
v’ilf assert this to be the correct nor- 
nal weight of a hen’s egg. Yet eight 
ligh-priced eggs, presumably ! of good 
;rade, frequently occupy the light end 
( the scale, failing to bring the in- 
licator to the middle.

M. D. of Marquis No. 167 toet at the 
Lake McGregor school house on Sat¬ 
urday, May 17th, 1919. Present: 

Reeve Sinclair and Councillors, Brod- 
rick, Ebie, Shouldice andLucas. The re 
port of the financial committee was 
accepted.

The secretary was instmeted to 
write the Department of the Interior 
making application for parcel of lam I 
to be set aside for park purposes 
such being the N.E.% 36-18-22-4. $100 
was appropriated towards the pur¬ 
chase of the Reid Hill cemetery. Mr. 
Sinclair was appointed to look after 
the construction and renovating of the 
roads as' regards the grader work for 
the now current year. The Sec. was 
instructed to write the U.F.A. at 
Armada, stating that he municipality 
is only too glad to support the above 
organization in their petition for a 
bridge across the Snake Valley, but 
would prefer to ask the government 
to give the C.P.R. sufficient induce¬ 
ment to construct a railway west of 
the valley instead of a bridge. The 
soldiers taxes were ordered either can 
celled or refunded, counting from the 
time that he actually joined the forces 
Mr. Angus Sinclair and M. H. Gooch 
were recommended by the board for 
appointment as hail adjusters for the 
Hail Insurance Board of Alberta. The 
following rates were declared as re¬ 
muneration for road work for the cur¬ 
rent year: Man and two horse team.
